Thirteen contests come before the house, and 
he will have fine opportunities. He won the 
confidence of democratic leaders his first 
term, and will enjoy the rare honor of this

Haskell, of Kan- 
sas, was one of those self-made men 
who rule the west in politics, finance 
and society. He never attained any special 

prominence in congress until the last session, 
when he was Mr. Kelley’s most efficient lieu- 
tenant in the great tariff debates and evinced 
a thorough acquaintance with the details of 
the various schedules. He had _ en 
joyed a state fame for several 
years and built his influence up 
initio one of the most potent factors in Kansas 
politics. What he knew he learned without 
the training of the schools, and never had 
whatis called a profession. In mercantile 
enterprises he amassed quite a snug fortune 
and was fast becoming richinacountry where 
a million does not enti'le its possessor to the 
distinction of opulence. He would surely 
have been one of the foremost republicans in 
the present house and Mr. Carlisle had already 
determined to put him on the ways and 
means committee. He was an intense parti 
san and was narrow in his political views, 
but he received general credit for honesty o1 
motive and had many warm personal friends 
in both parties.

WASHINGTON, December 18.—In the senate 
to-day, after prayer and the reading of the 
journal, several bills were reported back from 
the committees, and_ placed on the calander, 
among them one by Mr. Harrison, from tbe 
committee on sustaining and providing a civil 
government for Alaska, and one y Mr. Hoar, 
from the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, tO fix a day for the meeting 
of the electors for president and vice- 
president, and to provide for the counting of 
the votesfor president and vice president, 
and for the consideration of questions arising 
thereon. Thisisthe bill which has passed 
the senate heretofore, but failed in the house. 
Its provisions have been already stated in 
these dispatches. Mr. Hoar gave notice that 
he would call up this bill on the first day on 
which thesenate should beready for legisla- 
tive business, 

Mr. Van Wyck offered a resolution calling 
on the secretary of the interior to furnish 
copies of the mortgages given by the Vexas 
Pacific railroad on the lands granied by the 
act of March 3d. 1871, also to inform the sen- 
ate of the names of the railroad corporations 
now claiming lands that were not earned 
during the litetime of the grant together with 
the number of acres claimed by each of said 
The resolution was agreed to, 

ELECTING THE @ENATE OFFICERS, 

At the conclusion of the morning bour, 
Mr. Sherman called up ‘and asked for imme- 
diate consideration of his resolution offered 
yesterday that the senate do now proceed 
to the election of its officers, namely: S¢ 
tary of the senate, chief clerk, principal exec- 
utive clerk, chaplain, and sergeant-at-arms. 
The vote on taking up the was 
taken by yeas and nays, resulting in yeas 04, 
nays 30. The division was upon a strict pariy 
line—Senators Mahone and Riddleberger vol- 
ing with the republicans—so it was agreed to 
take the resolution into immediote considera- 
tion. The resolution was then agreed to by a 
viva voce vote. General McCook was 
elected ‘secretary, and at once sworn 
in. Theremainder of the republican caucus 
nominees were then elected, the democrats 
voting for the present incumbents as a dissent 
from the departure from the civil service 
principles, and as a vote of confidence in the 
old officials. On the nomination of Wim. P. 
Canaday for sergeant at-arms, which was 
made by Mr. Sherman, Mr. Pendleton said 
the present incumbent, alluding to Colonel 
Bright, isthe nominee of the minority of 
the senate for this position, but he would 
not move an amendment to the resolution 
offered, as it would only delay the proceed- 
ings of the senate, and would beof no’ use. 
Mr. Beck called on the gentleman from Ohio 
(Sherman), who offered the resolution, to 
state what special fitness the new nomi- 
nee had for the oftice to which he was nom- 
inated. Mr. Shermanreplied that he was do- 
ing just what the gentleman from Kentucky 

Beck) would under similar circumstances 
do, with a straight face and without apology, 
and Mr. Sherman had no apology to offer. 

He said that the gentlemian whom he rom- 
inated was well known to the senators on 
both sides of the chamber. He was a man of 
standing, of character, and well fitted to per 
form the duties of the office. He (Sherman 
did not have a word to say and did not say a 
word against the gentleman now in office. 

Mr. Beck said he knew that whenever it suit- 
ed the convenience of the gentlemen on the 
other side of the chamber, they heid the civil 
service ideato be a mere humbug. They are 
now seeking to remove an ollicer whom they 
knew to be the very-best officer who has ever 
been in office. Mr. Beek read from the Con- 
gressional Record some remarks of Mr. An- 
thony,” made in the senate in 1579, 
and which he expressed  himsel!

The Moniteur de Rome says that the 
prince’s visit is the outcome of Prince Bis- 
marck’s project for federating the conserva- 
tive of forces against the audacious democra- 
cy, and that the place of honor in the alli- 
ance has been assigned to the papacy as the 
first in influence in the world.

THE HANGING OF POOLE 

Dustin. December 18.—James Poole was 
hanged at eight o’clock this morning for the 
murder of John Kenny. The execution took 
place in Richmond, Bridewell. Kenny was 
killed by Poole on the night of July 4, 1882, 
in Seville place, this city. Poole rose this 
morning at 5:50 o'clock. The priest visited 
him at six o’clock and at 7:15 administered 
the sa Both Poole and the priest re- 
mained in prison chapel until nearly 
eigit Poole showed great fortitude 
during the preparations for the execution on 
the gallows. He frequently kissed the cruci- 
fix, and with a calm demeanor and a firm 
voice repeated the prayers until the drop fell. 
Death took place in three seconds and a half 
thereafter. Poole did not make any public 
stateinent, 

GUARDING AGAINST DANGER. 

Lonpon, December 18.—It is reported that 
the lord mayor has received anonymous let- 
ters containing threatsto blow up London 
bridge and Newgate. The detachment with- 
drawn from the prison yesterday after O’Don 
nell was hanged have been sent back. An 
extra force of police is now stationed on and 
about the biidges to watch the arches, exam- 
ine all craft passing, and scrutinize ail per- 
sons crossing. In consequence of the threats 
made to avenge the execution of O'Donnell, 
armed policemen guard Hawarden castle, the 
residence of Mr. Gladstone. 

Extensive precautions are being taken by 
the authorities in consequence of the police 
having been informed of the arrival of the 
Fenian Dacey, who was formerly concern- 
ed in the storage of arms at ClerkenWell, for 
whicd offense Walsh was convicted. A special 
corps of police, many of whom speak the 
[rish language, has been placed wherever it is 
thought that mischief is likely to occur. All 
prisons, public buildings and docks are care- 
fully watched. 

The Exchange telegraph company states 
that the police are closely watching the 
houses of the leading Irish nationalists. 

A meeting of the Irish refagees in Paris 
was held yesterday. Resolutions were passed 
condemning the execution of 0’ Donnell, and 
threatened revenge.

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ON THE FRANCHISE. 

BIRMINGHAM, December 18.—In the course 
of aspeech delivered here last evening, Sir 
Charles Dilke, president of the local govern- 
ment board at London, intimated that the 
government, at the next session of parlia- 
ment, would endeavor to pass the franchise 
bill; the measures are for London municipal 
reform for local government, and for the re- 
form of the city guilds. He advocated equal- 
ity for Ireland in regard to the franchise, and 
deprecated cumbering the question of the 
franchise with that of a redistribution of it in 
parliament. :

WoRcCHESTER, December 18.—A meeting of 
the north and northeast Lancashire manu- 
facturers to-day decided to adopt short time 
in mills asa means of helping the manufac- 
turers of Blackburn and elsewhere, whose 
working people are out on a strike. 

DISHONOR TO RETREAT FROM TONQUIN. 

Paris, December 18.—The chamber of 
deputies to-day voted the supplementary 
Tonquin credit of 20,000,000 francs for the 
first six months of 1884. The vote was3512 to 
i80.. General Millot will start for Tonquin 
Wednesday, to take command of the French 
troops. The senate committee on the [on- 
quin credit rendered ifs report to-day. The 
committee unanimously approves the credit. 
[t!considers it impossible toabandon Tonquin 
deelaring that retreat would destroy French 
prestige in the east, compromise Cochin 
China, and dishonor France in the eyes of 
Europe. Itis necessary, the committee says, 
to act with vigor and rapidity. The debate on 
the credit will behela Thursday. 

A dispatch has been received from the gov- 
ernor of Saigon, dated December 17, ccnfirm- 
ing the reportof the murder of King Hiep- 
hema, of Anam. There was no disturbance 
at Hue. andthe Frencn delegation was in 
no danger. 

THE SLAUGHTER OF HICKS PASHA’S MEN. 

Lonpon, Deceniber 1&—A dispatch to the 
Times from Khartoum says a well known na- 
tive, who was with Hicks Pasha’s army, has 
returned here from El Obeid, whence he was 
enabled to escape because of his black color 
and because he wore no uniform. He says 
that Hicks Pasba fought like a lion, and was 
the last officer tofali. The members of his 
staff fellin one group. After the battle 150 
soldiers were found wounded. El Mahdi 
gave orders that none of the wounded should 
be ill treated. The bodies of the European 
and Egyptian officers were devapitated and 
their heads fixed overthe gate of El beid. 
The Arabs resolved to erect a tomb for Hicks 
Pasha’s body, because of his great bravery. 
El Mahdi has forbidden that Vizetelly, the 
Graphic artist, be ill used. El Mahdi has 
threatened to punish Fargallas because he 
failed to join him, The sheikh has sent 
detiance saying that he has 15,000 warriors 
and seven years provisions, 

Baker Pasha has started for Suakim, and 


will reach Suez to-night. He will have su- 
preme command of the Soudan. The khe 
dive has instructed him to endeavor to con- 
ciliate the tribes from resorting to force, the 
object of the expedition being to pacify the 
country between Suakim and Berber. The 
khedive also advised Baker Pasha not to be- 
gin Operations until he is reinforced by the 
black recruits, and not to engage the enemy 
uniess under the most favorable conditions. 
IN THE PRUSSIAN DIET. 

Beriin, December 18.—In the lower house 
of the Prussian diet to day, Herr Sche)z, min 
ister of finance, introduced a bill for the tax- 
ation of incomes derived from persona! prop- 
erty. The bill was coldly received, and its 
ultimate adoption is doubtful. 

STORM ON THE BLACK SEA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Vecember 18.—A great 
storm bas caused much damage to the houses 
in the town of Obadia. Six large ships and 
fifteen coasting vessels have been lost in the 
Black sea, and their crews drowned. 

FIRE AT LISBON, 

Lisson, December 18.—A fire in the 
ernment dockyard to day destroyed the train- 
ing brig Camoens on the stocks. Several

MARSEILLES, Decembee 18.—Two hundred 
and fifty sailors and steamship firemen struck 
to-day tor an increase in wages.

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An Effort to Bring Bialse, Conkling and Grant To-~ 
gether. 

WASHINGTON, December 18.—For the past 
two months an ettort has been made to bring 
about a reconciliation between Blaine and 
Grant and Conkling looking to the next 
presidential campaign. An inkling of this 
bas already reached the public, but as be- 
tween Blaine and Grant the statements have 
been premature. What was most desired, 
but was still unaccomplished, was stated as 
an already existing fact. This reconciliation 
has been sought through the wmedi- 
umship of ex-Senator Chaffee, of Colorado. 
The original scheme contemplated the nomi- 
nation of Blaine for the presidency, with the 
inducement of secretary of state held out to 
Grant and the senate to be handed back to 
Mr. Conkling. It was thought under this 
scheme, if it could be carried out, the repub- 
lican party would enter upon the next cam- 
paign with a spiritof unbounded enthusiasm. 
It is now certain that a reconciliation between 
Blaine and Grant has been effected. It is 
stated that Judge Belford, of Colorado, has 
been one of those acting the role of mediator. 
Gelford, at least, had a long interview 
with ex Senator Conkling at Chamberlin’s, 
last evening, during which the political situa- 
tion was privately and fully discussed. The 
orecis? details of the conversation cannot be 
obtained, as Belford will not talk, but he 
does not deny the character uf the interview. 
(he fact that Belford weat directly from 
Conkling to Chaffee and from Chaffee to Sec- 
retary Teller furnished a sufficient clue to 
what was in the wind. It appearsthat Beiford 
as been quite active in the matter and, being 
ona friendly footing with all parties and a good 
fellow himself, has rapidly forwarded the har 
mony pian. From Teller he sought Secretary 
Chandler and the conference lasted till mid- 
night. Asaresult of this series of mediatory 
elforts of several prominent gentlemen and 
mutual friends, it is whispered that in the 
month of February at the farthest the move 
ment will be set on foot looking to the nomi- 
nation of a republican presidential candidate 
who will receive the cordial support of all 

«les of party faction. This movement may 
not be able to forestall the work of the conven- 
tion just called at Chicago, but it is merely in- 
tended to pave the way for barmonious action 
there next June. It is desired by political 
leaders here that the republican conven- 
tion of 1884 shall not be the scene of conten- 
tion presented at the last one. Judge Bel- 
ford was interrogated to-day with reference 
to the matter, which is yeta mere undercur- 
rent of rumor, but he declined to go into 
particulars, except to confirm the impression. 
He states, however, that the matter will be 
arranged satisfactorily to all parties before

THE BILL FOR DIVORC! 

Among the papers on file in th 
clerk of the circuit court is Mr. Henderson's 
bill for divorce from his wife. In it he al- 
leges that she has cruelly beaten him, and at 
one time had aimed a loaded pistol at him, 
which she snapped twice with the evident 
intention of killing him. The bill - recites 
that Mrs. Henderson for months at a time 
refused to do any housework. Her husband 
and their two sons were obliged to cook their 
own meals and wash their own dishes. The 
bill contained no charge of adultery. In an 
attidavit filed amung the papers Mr. Hender- 
son says that at the time of the filing of the 
original bill he was aware of the guilt of his 
wife of the crime of adultery, and was desir 
ous to have his attorneys charge the truth, 
but ‘‘his counsel seemed desirous to make 
some other arrangements to procure the di- 
vorce to avoid the scandal that might ensue 
against W. M. Craig, the man who commit- 
ted the said offense of adultery with defend- 
ant, and in that way shield him, on account 
of the official position said Craig held.’’ It is 
said that Henderson’s attorneys foresaw the 
scandal involving Judge Craig, and arranged 
with the attorneys of Mrs. Henderson that 
they would not allege adultery, on condition 
that Mrs. Henderson would put in no answer 
to the bill. Mrs. Henderson, it is alleged, vio- 
lated thisagreement, for in ashort time her 
attorneys filed an answer to the complaint of 
her husband. 

THE HUSBAND 8 INDULGENCE. 

The papers in the clerk’s office show that 
following this Mr. Henderson, with new 
counsel, filed an amendment to the brief, 
accompanied by the affidavit mentioned 
above. In the amended bill he says, under 
oath: ‘‘The defendant, after basely betray- 
ing the true faith and honor of a wife anda 
true aud confiding husband, ever patient and 
willing to minister to her many whims and 
caprices, and for the sake of their two chil- 
dren to bear her most grievous and outrageous 
temper, did, in the winter of 1882-83, shame- 
lessly, openly, andin the presence of her 
two sons, to manhood grown, declare that she 
had committed adultery with A. M. Craig, 
and that she was proud of it, as he 
was a better-looking man than 
attiant, and held a higher  posi- 
tion than her husband ever could hope to 
reach,”’ 

Further on the same paper says 

“Affiiant further states * that de- 
fendant made her brags to this affiant that 
her attorneys cost her nothing, for Craig had 
employed them, and that afliant might as 
well withdraw bis suit, for he could not get a 
lawyer at the bar; such was Craig's influence 
that he controlled them all.”’ 

In another aflidavit, Benjamin Henderson 
swears that for ten years, except when the 
family had a servant, he, nis father and his 
brojher cooked their own meals and washed 
the dishes. ‘‘My mother,’’ he swore, ‘is a 
bad womon, using, when angry, very profane 
and often indecent language. Last winter | 
heard her say to my father that she did so 
(meaning the committing of adultery); that 
it was none of father’s business, and she 
would doit again.’ 

A CONVINCING EXTRACT. ' 

Here is an extract from the aftidavit 
Jefferson Henderson: 

‘Tl was digging potatoes near the house and 
home of the complainant. About half-past 
one o’clock in the afternoon Criig drove up 
to the house in a buggy and went in. There 
was no person about the place but mother 
and myself. She received Craig in the west 
partof the house. They soon went into a 
room—‘the north reom.’ In this room there 
was a window in the north end and ope in 
the west side of the room, and the sash of the 
north window was up and the curtain down. 
After my mother had gone inlo the room she 
returned pretty soon to the east room and 
closed the doors and the door leading to the 
north room. Outof mere curiosity, not sus- 
pecting anything improper, 1 went to the 
north window, which was a short distance 
fon where Iwas at work digging potatoes, 
to hear what was: said. I heard them kiss 
each other, and a good deal of talk that I do 
not now wish to state that took place between 
them. The defendant, my mother, and Craig 
were on the lounge. I finally was so worxed 
up at what I heard that I pushed the curtain 
aside and looked in, and there saw, with my 
own eyes, the worst a son could s2e. I gavea 
whistle to let them know I was there and 
turned away. Shortly after Craig got into his 
buggy and droye away.’ 

In addition to what the boy swears to, it is

An Alleged Couaterfelter Arres ted—The Macer FP ollee 
Kepert. 

Macon, December 1%.—United States Dep- 
uty Marshal Grillin arrived on the morning 
train from Jackson, Butts county, having in 
charge securely handcuffed John [, Washing- 
ton, afarmer of that county, charged with 
counterfeiting. He went immediately before 
Commissioner Brown and a preliminary hear 
ing was given the prisoner. A pumber of 
withesses were in attendance and the trial was 
an interesting one. 

Mayor Wright. of Jackson, said that about 
a year ago counterfeitcoin made its appear- 
ance without limit and the county was being 
flooded with it and suspicion fell,on the pris 
oner, but no positive proof was found and he 
was not molested. On the first of the present 
montha young man by tue name of Henry 
Benton wasin a room withsome other young 
men, andin a playful manner were throw- 
ing each other about onthe bed. While doing 
three colas dropped gout of his pocket, 
they were picked up by Mr. E. L. Hender- 
son' and he took them to Mr. D. W. Jolly, 
the town marshal, and told where they*came 
from and that he wanted to joke Benton. 
Jolly examined the evins and remarked that 
were not the kind of stuff to have fun 
with. He then approached the mayor who 
told him the matter would be 
investivated. Youug Benton had just been 
appointed town deputy marshal 
acd was looking for silver to make him a 
badge. He was given the three coins by 
Washington and was waiting to have the 
badge made when the discovery was made. 
Benton, in his testimony. stated that he had 
been shown by the prisoner a tin box contain- 
ing moulds and dies. Other witnesses testifi- 
ed that he had been seen with spurious 
money. Washington lives about three miles 
from Jackson on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, has a wife and six child- 
ren, and is not a hard working man, spends 
his time idiy and has applied for 
license to sell prize candy, etc. He is 
considered a shrewd man and very tricky. 
He is now under an indictment in the supe- 
rior court for stealing cotton, and is out ona 
continuance. When arrested last night at 
nine he did not open his hps and continues 
silent. When searched, in one of his 
pockets was a memorandum on which was 
a receipt composed of salt, saltpetre, brass, 
pure silver, bismuth and borax, to be melted 
in acrucible. The coins exhibited are well 
executed, and are calculated to 
deceive an expert. The halves and 
dollars are of the exact size and weight, and 
have a good ring. When first handled they 
deceive, but after a closer examination they 
are found of a dull, whitish color and imper- 
fect around the edges. It isa fact that there 
is large quantities of these counterfeits tlood- 
ing tbe counties around Macon. After a fair 
and impartial trial, the prisoner was placed 
under a $1,500 bond for appearance at the 
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January term United States circuit court.;

THE SOUTH CAROLINA COMMISSION. 

The people of South Carolina have exer- 
cised supervision of their railroads only a few 
months, and already there is a strong desire 
for amodification of the law. The Charles. 
ton News and Courier advocates a change in 
it, and members of the legislature who voted 
for the existing law one year ago are now op- 
posed to its retention. .Of course the stock 
holders of the roads in the state do not likea 
law that vests the contro! of 
rates, and consequently the value of their 
investments,in three men named by the- 
legislature. Certain towns and counties of 
the state are also aggrieved on account of 
rates established by the commission; and 
while these districts poured in petitions 
against the law, the railroad lobbyists en- 
deavored to show that no capital from other 
state# would be put into raijroads while the 
law remained unchanged. The combined 
pressure resulted last Saturday in the pass- 
age of a bill by the lower house that almost 
wholly changes the railroad law of the state. 

Under the present law the South Carolina 
commission has asimilar control oyer rail- 
road rates as the Georgia commission has. Its 
will is law, and there is really no appeal from 
it, even if its rates are not strictly ‘‘reason- 
able and just.’’ The bill passed by the lower 
branch of the legislature last weex prevides 
that existing rates shall stand until the rail- 
roads make new rates. These new rates are 
to be submitted to the commission, and if the 
commission disapproves of them, the matter 
is to go before the decision. In 
other words, ail rates are, if the bill becomes a 
law, to be fixed by the railroad, and the com- 
mission can only interpose a negative until 
the courts can pass upon the _ proposed 
schedule. The railroads and courts 
would, in other words, establish just and 
reasonable rates. This practically abolishes 
the commis jon, for a body that has no 
power over ° ites has no power of real value. 

The pend Ag bill imposes, however, 

The 
for first-class passengers are not to 
four cents, and every passenger train is to have 
a second class or smoking car in 
which passengers are to be carried at a maxi- 
mum rate of two «ada half centsa mile.

After Greece passed her best days shaving became 
customary. This fashion made its way from Greece 
into Rome, and soon prevailed. 
After the first century of the Christian 
era some of the emperors revived the old fashion of 
beards again.

SMUGGLING INEVITABLE, 

My impression is that smugggling will always be 
carried on toa certain extent at this point; and 
with no other aid this alone. would keep El Paso 
up. If property is not held at too high prices, for 
too long a time, this point will be a big Texas town 
The water is pumped from the Rio Grande into an 
immense reservoir on the adjacent hilis, and a 
second reservoir, just below the first, contains 
aboutan equalsupply. The gas works are to be 
com pleted in four moaths. There is one street rail- 
road completed, and avother iu course of construc- 
tion. There is only $105,0 0 of banking capital, and 
the two banks seem to be doing weil, C. . Stan- 
ton, originally from Atlanta, and W. L. Hillis, from 
Rome, Ga., are here, and appent well fixed. Fort 
Bliss, a mile above the city, has a fine garrison of 
our troops. 

THE SNOW CAPPED HILLS, 

The snow is seen on the peaks near by, bring the 
memories of a snow storm of the 10th, which even 
at Fort Stockton showed an inch or more on the 
ground. My trip from Stockton to Haymond, a 
depot of the ‘Sunset route,” was made in an am- 
bulance with a camping out of one night, when 
the rain fellin good force. This, together with the 
fact of missiug two shots made ata herd of eighty 
deer at the water holes | camped at, made my camp 
disagreeable. All the officers at the fort turned out 
to see me off and Wish me good speed, and the 
dashing young adjutant rode with me tothe creek, 
‘and as he wrung my hands at parting, said: ‘‘This 
is a great country, but how [| do long fora sight of 
a Georgia pine tree and a red hill with big gullies, 
and & little lady in Georgia whose memory has 
helped tO pass Many a weary hour,’’ and the dew 
drop stood in the handsome officer’s eyes as he 
hastily turned his face to the west and strode rap- 
idly back to the lonely pots. 

This soil is sandy, and the streets of FE] Paro are 
like those of Columbus, Georgia, after a rain. No 
sewerage yet, and very little sidewalk, with no pav- 
ing. This city’s growth dates about two years back 
Its increase—like thatof many Texan towns 
yery rapid. At present real estate is not very brisk. 
Rents are high, but that prevalent all over 
this state. There iscoal about 140 miles north of 
here, and much is béing said about a railroad to 
the coal fieids. Tae principal trade here comes 
from Mexico, and the Mexican Central railroad, 
now 558 miles in length, from this place, northern 
division, has caused it. This road, which is being 
extended rapidly to the City of Mexico, is counted 
on here to build up El Paso very much, on comple 

on. 

a The surrounding country is not inviting, either 
for agriculture or stock, owing to lack of water so 
soon as the Rio Grande is left. 

If there is nO water on the land, in west Texas, 
the price islow for even the very finest grazing 
‘ands, fhe ‘*Sunset Route’ has an artesian wel! 
at Marfa, thatis 1,300 feet deep. A water cari 
attached tothe tenderat that point and hauled 
for many a weary mile to the next water station. 
All that land between these stations should have 
herds of cattle or sheep, but no water isthe cause 
of its dearth of animals. The — dog is th: 
only living thing, except the Florida gopher that 
I have seen, which seems to live without wate: 
That little animal, which looks exactly like a fox 
squirrel, keeps fat on nothing but grass,and in a 
vear will destroy an immense amount ofgrass. A 
prairie dog town will move from one range to 
anether, swimming rivers in their migratious. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

The Mexican and the Chinaman have nearly ab 
Sorbed the labor of this section of country. The 
former is the bricklayer and herder: the latter, the 
servant, though both are used for railroad track 


hands. Sung Lee,Chong Sam and Wang Lung, 
laundrymen, show whodoces the washing here. 
Many Chinese cooks arein west Texas, as other 
labor cannot be controlled. The great trouble in 
housekeeping in this seetion isin getting reliable 
servants. Elegant ladies are often for days with 
out servants in populous cities in Texas. 

As for Texas, | have seen no state that is ‘more 

aceable or the people more inclined to treat those 
with civilty who conduct themselves properly and 
keep outof improper places. I wastold iu New 
Orleans not to weara plug hat in Texas. I did 
not heed the advice, but wore one throughout the 
state, without haviug a remark made to me or a 
sign of ridiculeshown. Ihave not failed either. 
as wasmyduty «as acorrespondent. to take in 
tne sights, suc!) as horse racing and other sports 
Gambling is carried on more openly in many of 
the towns than in the eastern states, but not more 
so than I have seen just prior to the warin a now 
staid city nestled among the dearold red hills of 
Georgie. ‘Texas has become a great cosmopolitan 
state aid its people are anxious to increase its pop 
ulation and uot deplete it. Of course there are 
many bad men in Texas, but the ‘“‘rip-slap-bang, 
here we go,”’ shooting pisiols and riding races in 
streets is 9% rare sight, and oue that 
bas not fallen to my lot to witness. 
Iua few days I expect tostart for the city of Mex- 
ico, at the iuvitation of Colonel D. B. Robinson, the 
general manager of the Mexican Central, who has 
shown by his marvelous celerity in building the 
northern division of this road, such ability that he 
is now atthe head of the entire road. 

I will wire you about our trip through the moun- 
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tains by ieam between the two divisions of road.

and then turning weutthrough the opening head 
foremostat a rap As he fell he threw his 
hands behind him shead free to strike 
the floor first. An: strike and with such 
foree that ¢ irry W His fall, 
accompart 1 aS it wa warning to those 
below, created quite au excitement in the prison 
and in an instant Curry wassurrounded by a half 
hundred felous by whom he was picked up. As 
his body wes raised from the floor a streara of 
blood was detected flowing from a holein his fore 
head. Thistogether with the groans frightened 
the prisoners and loud calls brought. the jailer 
Dr. Borring was hastily sent for and when he ar- 
rived he found that Curry had almost made a sue- 
cess of hisattempt tosuicide. His forehead pre- 
sented an ugly gash but no broken bones were 
found, 

Curry stands indicted in Walton county for mur 
der. Several months ago he killed a negro with an 
ax and made his escape. About four months ago 
Captain Couch accomplished his arrest and Curry 
was taken back to Walton county and jailed. sevy- 
eral days ago Curry fired the Walton coanty jai! aud 
threatened to kill his fellow prisoners if they iuter- 
fered. The fire was extinguished and the prisoners 
failed to accomplish their escape. Curry was at 
once brougnt to Atlanta and placedin the Fulton 
county jail forsafe keeping.

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A SICK MAN'S RAZOR, 

When Drs. Butler and Mallory reached 
Walsh’s side he wasnot dead. Dr. Butler 
saw at a glance that the throat had beeu cut 
from ear to ear, and stooping down raised 
Wash’s head, while Ir. Mallory reached for 
the arteries on both sides of tne neck, but 
before he could find them the man drew his 
last breath. After the pliysicians reached 
him he made only one m0 
tion, and that wus Lo raise 
his hands from his side and place them on 
his breast. As he moved his right hand a 
ruzor gdropped from his fingers, Jt was 
With this that the deed was done. The razor, 
upon @xamination, proved to be the p1 ‘operty 
ut a Mr. King, who is also a patient in the 
hospital, but how Walsh secured it isentirely 
unknown.

The man’s clothing were satuated with 
his blood while a pool of his gore was all 
around him, prohibiting any one from touch.

beaten. The acts whica you have been 
found guilty are not there mere acts of 
violence; they are attacks upon the very 
vitals of the republic and if permitted to con- 
tinue would make the right to vote a sham 
andasnare. The circumstances render this 
case & parti ularl iy aggravated one, The vio- 
lence was in the dead of night, in the pres- 
ence of the wives and infant children of those 
maltreated and the beat was most 
ruel and bloody. Indeed, one could 
hardly suppose it } that without some 
special personal malice the heart of man 
conid have been capable of such deliberate, 
bitter aud heartless cruelty as the evidence in 
this case exhibits. That victims were 
negroes—formerly slayes—poor, he:ipless and 
ignorant, asit seems to me aggravates the 
offense. Their condition of life, their pover- 
ty, their ignorance Peta to excite the syia- 
pathy of the good citizen instead of awaken- 
ing the lower and more degrading purposes 
of theirna.ure. In view of all these 
circumstances, bu especially in view 
of the effect which the prevalence of such 
acts if permitted would bave upon the free- 
dom of elections,and that those who do them 
may know that they are running’the risk of 
no light penalty, I have not felt myself at 
liberty to treat this offense as a mere assault 
aud battery, but to consider it an ofiense 
against liberty itself and to punish it ac 
cordingly. I therefore sentence each of you 
to two years imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary at Albany, in the state of New York, and 
to a fine each of you five hundred 
dollars, and I_ sincerely trust that 
this sentence and its consequences will be: 
use! ful lesson not only to you but to 
others who are disposed to commit simiiar 
offenses.
